Fed Jobs 
for Aliens 


WASHINGTON 一 PresidentFord 
issued an executive order last week 
allowing the Civil Service Com- 
mission to continue barring Per- 
manent resident aliens from gov- 
ernment employment，despite the 
Supreme Courts June 1 ruling 
that the Commissions prohibition 
against aliens violated the due- 
process clause of the Fifth Amend- 
Ient， 

Ford said that he has urged 
Congress to come UP with legisla- 
tion that will say _ exactly what 
rights aliens can exercise within 
the U.S. 

“I have concluded that it is in 
the national interest to reserve the 
long-standing policy of generally 
prohibiting the employment of 
aljiens from positions in the com- 
Petitive service，except where the 
efficiency of the service or the na- 
tional interest dictate otherwise in 
Specific cases or circumstances， 
the President said. 

On June 1 of this year，the Su- 
Preme Court，in a 5-4 decision， 
struck down a federal regulation 
that banned permanent resident 
aliens from  ， government jobs，.

brought by four Chinese immi- 
grants in San Erancisco challeng- 
ing the regulations enforced by the 
Civil Service Commission ,

The ink of the Supreme Courts June 1l ruling jitting 
the civil service job ban for aliens had hardly dried 
when President Eord suddenly issued an executive 
order last week nullifying it. To say that the Asian 
American community is disappointed is an under- 
Statement. 

President Ford is ridqing on the public bias against 
illegal aliens in the nation. However，we must point 
out to him and to the American public that there are 
thousands of legal aliens in this country, They are 
under the status of permanent residents, They Pay 
taxes and serve in the armed services just like any 
citizen， After asking for their money in peace time 
”and their lives in war time, denying them a chance to 
apply and serve in Civil Service is simply not fair. And 
whats more, the nation s highest court has reaffirmed 
their right in thelandmark ruling on June 1. 

Doubly unfair is that the executive order came So 
close to the presidential election. President Fords ad- 
visors probably told him that any anti-alien gesture 
will not cost him votes 一 since none of the permanent 
resident aliens have the right to vote. 

We are for equal rights for the permanent resident 
aliens,.VWe urge President Ford to rescind his executive 
Order.
